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PARIS AND THE PARISIANS.

HE ballot-box has done its duty, and 
Lovis Napongon is President of the 
French Republic. I take some credit 
to myself for having all along declared 
this issue, notwithstanding the frequent 
halting between two opinions by so 
ian, Both here andin England.

would be of itself a tolerable guarantee 
af no other existed. I believe Cavaignac 
to be a thoroughly honest man, and his 
services ought not to be forgotten; but, 
at the same time, he is not fitted for the 
position of President. Every one feels this. His 
Algerian and anti-insurrectionary prestiges are not 
sufficient in this case. Politically, therefore, he is in 
very bad odour. On Monday afternoon, in the Boule- 
vard Poissoniere, at the corner of the Rue Rouge- 
mont, the mob caught hold of a waggon laden 
with his bulletins. It was stopped, and its contents 
burned at once ee the public thoroughfare. When- 
ever the Garde Mobile heave in sight the execrations 
and howlings are hideous. The Government are en- 
deavouring to draft off this corps from Paris as fast as 
they can, but the Mobiles express a dogged disincli- 
nation to depart, and have, in fact, announced their 
intention to remain! 

In walking through the streets the emissaries of the 
respective candidates have thrust bulletins in one’s 
hand, on which were inscribed either “Le General 
Eugéne Cavaignac,” “Louis Napoleon Bonaparte,” 
or ‘‘ Ledru Rollin;” but in some of the disaffected 
districts, especially the Faubourgs St. Martin, St. 
Antoine, St. Marceau, and the Temple, I found that 
the touters of the grim general had been occasionally 
maltreated, for in those quarters Cavaignac is abhorred 
with virulent hatred. In such endroits it is more 
particularly that there appears to be a great feeling of 
exasperation against the Mobile Guards, 

Last night a column of men and boys, about 1000 
in number, marched down the Boulevards, shouting 
‘Vive Napoleon!’ but they gradually dispersed, 
without doing further mischief than causing a few 
heads to be popped out of the windows.

Carrain JOHNSTONE has made an official state- 

ment before a notary public of Londonderry re- 
specting his passage. from Sligo to that port, and § 
the awful loss of life which occurred during its » 
progress. With the exception of the notary’s protest 
‘against the winds, weather, and stormy seas which (¢ 
the said vessel (the Londonderry) met with and | 
encountered on her late voyage’’—which is really 
too ridiculous for modern times—we see nothing 
in the protest more than what we know already 
nor anything in the captain’s statement to roleagertt 
him from that indignation which public opinion 
has visited upon his conduct. At half-past two 
o’clock on the Saturday morning, the 2nd of De- 
cember, the vessel being in danger, it was resolved 
to throw the cattle overboard, and clear the deck. 
Here it must have been evident to Captain John- 
stone that to confine so great a number of steerage 
passengers in the forecastle as were on poard could 
not fail to necessitatethe utmost suffering; amounts 
ing to torture, if not death, on all, At five o'clock 
the mate came to him and informed him that there 
were four or five people dead in the steerage, Te 
questing him to take charge of the deck until he 
rendered assistance to the passengers. Thereupon 
Johnstone gave orders to all hands aid the 
mate in this office; and to bring every one that 
was alive and cowld come to the aft cabin, and 
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every other part of the ship where nO Te PAR WERE Deoomber, } every other part of the ship where they could b could be 
stowed. And he lays the loss of life which after- 
wards occurred to “ the number of passengers that 
entered and remained in the steerage’’—to “ the 
tempestuous state of the weather’’—-and to ‘ the 
heavy sickness experienced by the passengers ;

But there is such a thing as posterity, and we 
cannot too loudly declare our condemnation of his 
oversight--to call his conduct by no harder 
name—lest in time to come it should be repeated. 
But we must not leave Captain Johnstone to 
bear all the blame of this affair. ‘The owners have 
a fearful account to render for that avarice, not 
perhaps peculiar to ¢#em, which has so terribly 
triumphed over humanity. Nay, the Legislature 
itself is much to blame that any proprictors or any 
captain should have had it in their power to treat 
human beings with even less compassion than was 
shown to the cattle which Captain Johnstone and

Fire at Weaup-HALL. — BRenTrorD. — 
Last week, during the night, a fire broke out at this 
fine old mansion, situate within a mile from the town, 
and the seat of C, T. Tower, Esq., which for some time 
threatened the whole with destruction. The flames 
were first discovered bursting out in some premises at 
the back of the mansion, which form a sort of court- 

ard, and comprise the extensive stabling, coach- 
rouses, and other buildings, An alarm was instantly 
given, and the fire-engine upon the premises was 
brought into play, but it was found to be too small to 
have much effect in checking the progress of the fire, 
Messengers were, therefore, despatched to the gar- 
rison of the East India Company’s troops at Warley, 
from which place engines were sent, accompanied by 
about two hundred soldiers. In the meantime, how- 
ever, the flames had made such progress that it was 
found impossile to save the pile of buildings in the 

ard, and they were all destroyed, five very valuable 
uunters perishing amongst them, and four or five 
carriages belonging to the family being consumed, 
The efforts of the soldiers, and others who had assem- 
bled, was then directed to cutting off the course of the 
fire and saving the hall itself. In this they were 
successful. ‘The destruction was stayed ; and, though 
the damage done is very considerable, the house itself 
is little injured, and thus the fine paintings, and other 
valuable objects of taste which it contains, are un- 
touched. The fire is understood to have originated 
from a defect in the chimney. The commander of the 
depét at Warley and several of the officers were upon 
the spot, and assisted in the protection of the mansion.

Ifa cold and~ calculating world does injure and pre 
upon them, they have a world of their own, into ahioh 
they can, at least partially and temporarily, retire for 
another anda better! The object cannot be destroyed, 
put even sickness, poverty, disappointment, misery, 
or madness, find a refuge from the real in the ideal, 
Therefore, let them be cultivated, if not always for 
what they may bring, at any rate for what they can 


save. 
Active operations for the formation of the new 
park at Battersea are now in progress, and the inha- 
bitants of the metropolis may hope in the course of a 
ear or two to be in undisputed enjoyment of a most 


delightful suburban retreat. The site chosen for the 
park extends from the Red-house nearly to Battersea- 
bridge, is remarkably level, as smooth as a bowling- 
green, and capable of producing shrubs, trees, or 
flowers, in the greatest luxuriance. At the present 
time it is cropped to the very verge by its industrious 
occupiers, the agriculturists and market gardeners of 
the neighbourhood. The frontage next the Thames is 
cut up into numerous small properties, and for years 
has been put to no productive purpose. When the 
tides run high the water overflows the adjacent lands, 
This contingency her Majesty’s Commissioners of 
Woods and Forests propose to provide for by the pur- 
chase of the frontage property, and the conversion of 
it into a noble marine terrace; but the difficulty of 
completing the various negotiations has hitherto pre- 
vented the commencement of the works. 


Lately a number of packages belonging to the 
ex-royal family of France arrived at Folkestone from 
Paris, and were forwarded to the Queen’s warehouse, 
in London, under the official seal of the customs.

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’ GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON FASHION 


AND DRESS. 

Among the most approved novelties of the 
geason, a prominent place must be assigned to 
those little external garments, at once elegant and 
useful, and now 80 universally worn not only in 
outdoor costume, but also within doors when ad- 


ditional warmth is required. These garments are 
not less various in their forms than in their deno- 
minations. ‘Che term pardessus may, without im- 
propriety, serve as a generic name for all; but 
they are distinguished by the appellations of coin- 
du-feu, cosaque, cazaveck, and various others. 
The cazavecks are of two sorts: the one close and 
the other loose. The former is made to fit the 
figure by means of side seams; and the basque or 
skirt, which descends to some length below the 
waist, is trimmed with lace, embroidery, or pas- 
sementerie, The loose cazaveck is not shaped 
closely to the waist, and has wide sleeves, It is 
usually trimmed either with fur or with a broad 
band of velvet or satin the colour of the lining. 
Beaver bonnets are very generally worn, espe- 


spf: > 
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cially by young ladies, Feathers are the favourite 
ornaments for these bonnets. ‘The most fashionable 
colours are black, white, and the various shades of 
brown and grey. The shape now generally adopted 
for bonnets, whether of beaver, velvet, satin, or 
other materials, is of the round form, that is to 
say, the front encircles the face, the ends almoat 
meeting under the chin; the crowns are round 
and narrow towards the top. A bonnet recently 
made by a fashionable milliner was of silver. 
grey velvet, lined with rose-colour satin, and 
trimmed with a drooping ostrich feather, of the 
colour of the velvet, tipped with rose. 

The favourite furs of the season are sable and 
ermine—the latter is almost exclusively confined 
to carriage costume, and to evening dress for the 
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; 
theatres or other public places. Nothing can be 
more rich and elegant than a black velvet cloak, 
trimmed with a broad band of sable. The most 
fashionable form for velvet cloaks is very sin ple. 
The sleeves set into armholes, formed between 
the back and front breadths, and are edged with 
broad bands of sable. These cloaks resemble very 
much the paletots worn last winter. Muffs are 
. worn sina and they are always lined with silk, 
matching as nearly as possible the colour of the 
fur, At the theatres, small victorines of ermine 
or swansdown are very generally adopted. In 
addition to their elegance of appearance they 
possess the advantage of effectually protecting the 
neck and throat from sudden chill, : 

Some beautiful novelties have ust appeared in 
damask satins and figured silks, of various descrip- 
tions; stripes in variegated hues, and large bou- 
quets of flowers, are favourite designs, Tartan is 
much in favour in silk, satin, and even in velvet, 
The woollen plaids are almost universally worn for 
outdoor dress, especially in the country ; and many 
of the new patterns, it may be observed, are ex- 
tremely beautiful. French merino, also, is in 
greater request this winter than it has been during 
several previous seasons, 

The dresses of young ladies vary but little from 
the ages of twelve to twenty. or outdoor cos- 
tume, a bonnet of velvet or beaver is most genteel. 
For indoors, a dress of any dark-coloured merino, 
or of woollen plaid, made quite plain, and high in 
the corsage, is very suitable. ‘Lhe cloak may be 
of the same material as the dress; but small 
cloaks of grey or slate-coloured cloth, trimmed 
with coloured braid, are must generally worn by

When Henry VIII. so iniquitously seized upon the 
abbey and other church lands throughout his realm, 
and either appropriated the revenues to himself, or 
distributed them among his greedy councillors, he 
thought, perhaps, that, if he gave some of the pos- 
sessions of the former church to increase the power 
of the reformed establishment, he would make an 
apparent compensation for his wholesale and un- 
scrupulous rob ery. The creation of six new sees 
was fatmidaa to quiet the minds of those who other- 
wise would have caused trouble, and might also 
operate as a sedative to lull those qualms of conscience 
which even Henry could sometimes feel. The Abbey 
of St. Werburgh, the revenues of which, according to 
Dugdale, amounted to the large sum of £1003, 15s.

No. 14.—LENCLUDEN COLLEGE, 
DUMFRIESSHIRE. : 

_ Lencluden College, great part of which 
is still remaining, stands upon a roman- 
tic and sequestered spot, within a mile 
and a half north-west from Dumfries. 
It was founded by Uthered, father to 
Rolland, who was Lord of Galloway 
during the reign of MalcolmIV. The 
founder placed here a convent of nuns 
of the Fenedictine order, This reli- 
gious establishment he endowed with 
large possessions of land, situated within 
the baronies of Corse Michael and 
Dumslith, in the stewartry of Kirk- 
cudbright; the names of these lands 
may be found in Grose’s ‘“ Antiquities 
of Scotland.” It appears that, shortly 
after the settlement of these Benedic- 
tine nuns, the severe and strict injunc- 
tions imposed upon them became ex-~ 
tremely burdensome; and the levity of 
discipline was at length so visible as to 
‘occasion the remonstrances of Archibald 
the Grim, Earl of Douglas, who, being 
aman of singular piety, was greatly in- 
censed at the immorality of their con~ 
duct ; but, finding that his admonitions 
were disregarded, he expelled them a 
short time prior to the year 1400. He 
afterwards established in their room a 
college, which consisted of a provost 
and twelve headsmen. Many of the prin- 
cipals of this college were men of conse- 
quence and rank, and some of them have 
held high offices in the administration of 
the Scottish Government, especially John 
Cameron, appointed provost in 1422; he 
was secretary to Archibald, the fourth 
Earl of Douglas, and on the restoration of 
James I. was made, first, Lord Privy Seal, F 
and then Keeper of the Great Seal. He was afterwar . 
elected to the bishopric of Glasgow, and passed throug 
many other great offices in church and state; but, upon 
the murder of his patron, James, he was displaced from 
his chancellorship, and soon after retired to his epis- 
copal see, where he built the tower of the palace, over 
which his escutcheon and arms were lately to be seen. 
He died on the eve of Christmas, 1446. The first 

rovost was named Elise ; he was succeeded by Alex- 
ander Cairns, who was chancellor to Karl Archibald (the 
fourth). Of the other heads Cameron, who has been 


already noticed, seems to have been the most distin-.

BAD TEMPER AND CRIME. 

At the Thames Office, Mary Ann Smith, the wife of a shoe- 
maker, was brought before Mr, Yardley, charged with stab- 
bing an old man named Thomas Johnson, who is now in the 
London Hospital. It appeared that the prisoner, her husband, 
and the wounded man, all lived in the house, No, 35, Devon- 
shire-street, St. George’s-in-the-East. They were quarrelling 
together on Saturday night last, and the prisoner, who has 
the reputation of being a very furious and bad-tempered 
woman, took up a knife and stabbed Johnson in the back part 
of the thigh. The old man fell, and said he was murdered, 
He bled profusely for some time; and, after his wound was 
dressed by a surgeon, he was conveyed to the London Hospital, 
A police-constable named Burns afterwards went to the 
house, and the prisoner entered soon after and was taken into 
custody. She said, “ How is the old man? I am come to 
give myself up.

This carpet, which measures thirty feet 
by twenty-four, has for its pattern a correct depiction 
of the plants, flowers, fruits, and insects of a hitherto 
unknown forest in Brazil. With these there are inter- 
mingled serpents and lizards; while in one corner a 
bird’s nest with its young is also beautifully wrought, 

t is quite impossible for words to convey an idea 
of the richness and bri htness of the coeur em- 
ployed, and yet all are kept down with an artistic 
effect equal to that in the highest class of paint- 
ings. So slow, and apparently tedious, is the nature 
of this work, that this specimen fully occupied fifteen 
men for three years; the utmost that can be wrought 
by one man is about one Square inch a day, 

In the following description of this manufacture we 
have made use of the word velvet, though in common 
parlance this term is applied to the substance fabri- 
cated from silk alone. In these carpets worsted is 
the substitute for silk. It need, perhaps, hardly be 
remarked that plain silks, as well as most woven 
fabrics, consist of threads crossing each other at right 
angles; the “long” threads being technically called 
the warp, and the “cross threads” the “shoot” or 
“weft.”
